British Place

London, June 28 —(/P)— Prime 


Minister Attlee announced today 
Britain has decided to place 
its 


naval forces in Japanese waters at 
the disposal of the United States 
to support American 
action 
in 
South Korea. 


Attlee said 
the British naval 


forces were offered for immediate 
use. He made the announcement 
in the house of commons. 


"I need scarcely say that the 


prime minister speaks for all par- 
ties in the house when he makes 
this announcement," W i n s t o n 
Churchill, leader of the Conserva- 
tive opposition, declared. 


"We shall do our best to give 


him any support he needs in what 
seems to me an inescapable duty." 


Attlee said British forces around 


Japan "are almost the same 
as 


those of the U. S. naval forces. 


The whole house cheered. 
The 


announcement came in response to 
Churchill's question "whether t he 
naval forces we have on the spot 
are such as are necessary to make 
a substantial contribution, relative 
to American forces." 


Attlee said it is "certain that this 


country will carry out its obliga- 
tions to the United Nations." 


He observed Britain is "already 


carrying a heavy burden in hold- 
ing the line in southeast 
Asia," 


where British troops are engaged 
in fighting Communist-led guerril- 
la in Malaya. 


He said the British cabinet feels 


that Russa will not intrvene 
to 


touch off a global conflict because 
she definitely does not want war. 


Asked how British c o m m o n - 


wealth countries were chipping in 
to support U. S. action against the 
North Koreans, Attlee said:

Internal security is the, ,FBI's 


job. 
As usual, it moved 
without 


talking. But it is safe to say. that 
an alert went out from

J.Edgar Hover's office within.a few 
minutes after the President's an- 
nouncement yesterday 'th-a't-'/alr 
and naval support was moving *in 
to help the South Koreans. ' - '. ? 


The FBI has worked for 'five 


years on the details of procedure 
for meeting such an emergency as 
this, or a worse one. 


Its chief objective is to f o re- 


stall any major act of sabotage, 
particularly in basic industires. . 


The keystone of the p l a n is 


made up of documented data on 
persons, and groups, who 
might 


be threats to internal security. 


The FBI believes it has a pretty 


good line on such s u b v e r s i v e 
elements. The bureau's files 
are 


bulging with dossiers on 
thos e 


described by Director Hoover ' as 
"the enemies within, -who by their 
deeds^idernonsfra'te their futVre 
plans." 


The alert involves a d d i t i o n a l 


surveillance; a redoubled watch in 
possible danger spots, and putting 
the bureau in a position to move 
quickly and effectively wherever 
the need may arise. 


The FBI made 16,000 arrests of 


potentially dangerous persons after 
1941's Pearl Harbor. It is a point 
of major pride hi the bureau that 
enemy espionage was kept under, 
control during World War II and 
that not a single successful act of 
onemy-diected sbotage 
occujfred 


in the Uniteed States during 
the 


four y-ears^of the fighting.

American Campus Life But 
7Sex Excesses7 Bother Them

New York, — (fP)^- Some 300 Jap- 


anese students in the U n i t e d 
States 
were 
asked 
what 
they 


thought of American campus life 


Fine, they said. They like the 


universities, they like the 
teach- 


ers, they like the buildings and the 
social freedom between professor 
and student. Only one thing both- 
ers them: Sex. 


Many were outraged by "social 


excesses" between Amercan male 
students and coeds. 


One Japanese s t u d e n t com- 


plained that a "strong fragance of 
sex filled the campus." 


"Too much kissing and hugging 


in public," said 
another. "Their 


(American, students') 
main con- 


versation is only love affairs." 


"Sex is very clear in this coun- 


try," still another protested- 


Others were upset by "petting" 


and "students 
whose 
courtships 
are not pleasant to see." 


However, a 'small all-male mi- 


nority of the , Japanese students 
were enough rnrpressed to be will- 
ing to give American sex stand- 
ards a cautious try. Asked, what 
characteristics 
of A m e r i c a n 


campus life might be transplanted 
to Japan, one boy wrote: 


"Dates. I mean opportunities for 


young men to have free fellowship 
with girls and select their wives 
by themselves." 


The poll taken at 183 different 


American schools and universities 
in 37 states by the Japan Interna- 
tional Christian University 
Foun- 


dation, Inc. This is a group de- 
moted to raising funds for a new 
university near Tokyo.

words 'hi' or 'hello.' But I know 
that we need it." 


Several thought American stu- 


dents tend to over-emphasize so- 
ciability. One boy 
wrote, "Too 


many parties, footballs and bas- 
ketballs." 


Another thought that Americans 


needed to slow down. "Ev e r y- 
thing," he said, "going too fast 
mechanically. I can hardly find a 
chance to think about what I am 
doing." 


Women professors are rare in 


Japan. The Japanese liked those 
they saw in this country.

As Expected Russia Says 
U. S. Stand in East Asia 
Is Direct Aggression Act 
Hopes Decision 
Means Peace 
in the World 


Washington, June 28 —{/P)—Pres- 


ident Truman declared today the 
"unprovoked invasion" of Korea is 
an example of the danger com- 
munism presents to all 
undevel- 
oped areas. 


"We must and we shall 
give 


every possible assistance to peo- 
ple who are determined to main- 
tain their independence," he-said. 
"We must counteract the Commu- 
nist weapon of fear." 


The President 
address the an- 


nual convention of the American 
Newspaper guild. 


It was his second speech of the 


day which touched on Tuesday's 
momentous decision to use Amer- 
ican planes and warships against 
the Communist invaders of Korea. 


To the Reserve Officers associa- 


tion, he said earlier that "we face 
a serious situation" but expressed 
hope that the U. S. challenge to 
the onward march of communism 
will mean "peace in the world." 


Much of address to the 
guild 


was concerned with his so-called 
point four program of American 
aid for the development of back- 
ward areas of the world. 


He said the Communists. are at- 


tempting to turn'the "honest dis- 
satisfaction" 
of peoples in unde- 


veloped 
areas 
into support 
to 


Communists efforts to 
dominate 
their nation." . 


The reserve officers stood and 


cheered Mr. Truman when he aid- 
dressed them at

Smilingjy acknowledging their

described the Sunday night White 
House decision to send planes and 
warships to the aid of South Ko- 
rea as <4the finest hour in Ameri- 
can history."

is stronger than ever before in our 
peacetime history.

Moscow, June 28— (/P)— In a front 


page editorial on President Tru- 
man's action in the Par 
East, 


Pravda asked today if American 
ruling circles have not gone too 
far. 


Calling the action "without prec- 


edent in international relations in 
the postwar period," the newspap- 
er charged "this is one more man- 
ifestation of the fact that the 
American ruling circles are 
not 


confining themselves to prepara- 
tions for aggression but have gone 
over to direct acts of aggression." 


Then Pravda asked "have they 
not gone too far." 


(Pravda is the official Commu- 


nist party newspaper; It frequently 
gives the first hint of Soviet pol- 
icy. Its editorial was the first Rus-

did we come to get tfiixed up in 
Korea in the first place, This will 
explain. 


Korea, with its 8 .,000 s q u a r e 


miles, is about the size of Utah It 
juts out from the northeast coast 
of Asia, almost touching Japan. 


Korea now. is divided Into two 
Koreas: North and South. The di- 
viding line, very important in this 
story, js the 38th parallel of lati- 
tude. 


North of the line, where the pop- 


ulation is 
about 
10,000,000 
Ko- 


reans, is the Communist-run, Rus- 
sian-sponsored government called 
'the Democratic People's Repub- 
:ic of Korea." 


South of the 38th parallel, and 


jacked by the U. S,, is the repub- 
ic of Korea. Its /population

about 20,000,000 Koreans. : 


South Korea is largely agricul- 


tural. Most of the industry is-to the 
north. So both Koreas need each 
other but haven't been able to get 
together peacefully;;

United States has had a hand in 
Korea's fate.

In 1907, after Russia had lost Its 


war with Japan, these two nations 
signed their treaty>of 
peace 
at 


Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 


President Theodore Roosevelt as- 


sured the Japanese- this country 
would look upon it ^favorably if the 
Japanese took control over Korea, 
vhich at the time was all one 
Korea and had its own govern- 
ment.
